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ANNUAL    REPORT     OF    TEE 

SUPERINTENDENT    OF    SCHOOLS 


To  the  Dorchester  School  Board: 

My  sixth  annual  report  discusses  problems  and  needs 
relative  to  school  operation  and  presents  information  that 
may  be  helpful  as  well  as  of  interest  to  people  of  the  town. 
Suggestions  made  in  it  may  be  of  service  to  board  members 
in  deciding  school  policy. 

It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  the  interest  and  cooperation 
of  townspeople  and  their  friendly  attitude  towards  the 
school  continue.  These  things  mean  a  great  deal  to  those 
who  are  directly  concerned  with  the  work  in  Cheever  School 
and  make  it  easier  to  overcome  whatever  difficulties  may 
-arise.  Special  mention  should  here  be  made  of  public 
generosity  v/hich  gave  us  a  piano,  provided  our  own  water 
supplj^,  and  gave  the  children  the  benefit  of  music  instruction 
«ven  though  the  school  district  rejected  a  special  appropriation 
for  that  purpose.  The  total  situation  in  Dorchester  is  one 
which  few  towns  can  match. 

Since  there  is  only  a  single  school  to  meet  the  elementary 
school  requirements  of  our  children  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
district  may  see  its  wslv  clear  to  approve  some,  if  not  all,  of 
the  suggestions  here  offered.  As  a  corporate  body,  every 
•school  district  has  duties  and  responsibilities  that  should  not 
be  delegated  to  individual  members  of  the  community, 
iiowever  willing  they  maj^  be. 

For  a  long  time  the  school  building  has  been  in  need 
of  paint  which  v/ould  not  only  improve  its  appearance  but 
would  also  keep  it  in  better  condition.  We  all  know  from 
our  experience  in  the  up  keep  of  private  property  that 
repairs  made  in  season  are  more  effective  as  well  as  less 
expensive.  There  is  no  difference  between  public  and  private 
property    in    this    respect. 
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Annual  replacement  of  obselete  and  badly  worn  desks 
and  chairs  ought  to  be  started  and  continued  until  e very- 
pupil  has  modern  equipment.  Because  of  the  cost  of  these 
units,  the  program  of  replacement  should  be  extended  over  a 
period  of  five  years,  with  a  few  added  each  year. 

Textbook  equipment  and  other  instructional  materials 
are  good  with  the  exception  of  maps.  A  complete  new  ed- 
ition of  wall  maps  should  be  provided  as  soon  as  possible. 
Both  pupil  confidence  and  interest  would  be  improved  by 
this    addition. 

By  comparison  with  a  state  median  salary  of  $2,200  and 
an  average  of  median  salaries  which  is  $2,260  in  nearby 
supervisory  unions,  it  appears  that  our  single  salary  ought  to 
be  increased.  A  teacher  of  long  experience  and  provea 
ability  deserves  salary  recognition  that  is  less  than  $400' 
below  what  Dorchester  would  have  to  pay  for  a  1949 
teachers  college  graduate  without  any  experience. 

Pupil  transportation  is  a  matter  of  considerable 
trouble  and  expense  in  any  school  system,  whether  that 
system  be  large  or  srnall.  It  is  not  uncommon  for  needs  to 
arise  for  which  there  may  be  only  limited  financial 
provision.  That  happened  to  us  this  year,  and  seems  to  sug- 
gest that  it  may  not  be  best  to  figure  too  closely  on  require- 
ments that  cannot  be  predicted  a  year  in  advance  with  too 
great    accuracy. 

Dorchester  is  the  only  school  district  in  this  super- 
visory union  whose  budget  does  not  provide  for  music  in- 
struction. It  is  true  that  a  child  can  live  and  get  along  without 
music.  It  is  equally  true  that  he  lives  more  completely  and 
is  likely  to  get  along  better  if  he  understands  music.  When  our 
children  go  out  from  their  school  they  will  mingle  and 
compete  with  those  who  have  had  this  extra  advantage. 
It  may  be  tliat  Dorchester  too,  will  sometime  decide  to  offer 
an  opportunity  that  is  very  generally  given  to  pupils  in 
other    schools. 
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The  facts  and  opinions  stated  are  not  presented  in 
a  spirit  of  complaint  or  criticism.  They  are  put  before  you 
for  information  and  for  whatever  help  they  may  give  in 
your  future  planning  for  the  one  school  that  now  remains 
to  guide  and  train  your  children.  Those  children  deserve 
the  best  we  can  afford  to  give. 

It  has  been   a  pleasure   to   work  in  your  school. 
The  friendliness  of  parents,  the  enthusiasm  of  pupils,  the 
efficient  work  of  the  teacher,  the  sincere  interest  of  school 
board   members   deserve   this   word   of   appreciation.

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EEPORT    OF   IBE  FCPEST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish 
brush  and  woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  forest 
protection  in  1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions  nearly 
equalling  at  times  those  of  1947  when  great  losses  were 
suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  England,  fire  damage 
and  loss  this  year  have  been  gratifyingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we 
can  hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us 
remember  that  in  any  year,  over  90  percent  of  all  fires  are 
eaused  by  cearlessness  and  that  all  of  these  man  caused 
fires   are   preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than 
for  years  in  the  past  .-Smokers,  campers  and  tourists  who 
vse  our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous  than  ever  before. 
We  must  therefore  be  regdy  for  fires  which  might  occur 
but,  above  all,  prevention  bj^  everyone  is  the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen 
will  help,  as  follows: 

(1 )  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden 
before  kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the 
ground   is   not   covered   with   snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches 
and  tobacco  before  dropping      or  throwing 

down.  In  automobiles,  always  use  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report   fires   and   smokes   to  the  warden 
without    delay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will 
g«  far  to  insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  cooperation 
m  this  way  is  earnestly  solicited.

Two  children  had  glasses  through  the  Sight  Conservation 
Program  of  the  State  Public  Welfare. 

One  child  had  examination  and  chest  X-Ray  at  the  New 
Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Chest  Clinic  held  at  Plymouth. 

Talks  on  nutrition,  posture,  cleanliness  and  dental  care 
were  given  and  the  teacher  has  daily  health  inspection. 

The  inspection  given  in  the  Fall  of  1'948  showed  symptons 
of  the  following  defects:

The  audiometer  test  vsas  given  to  all  above  the  second 
grade.  15  children  were  tested  and  3  had  sj'^mptoms  of  some 
hearing    loss. 

The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  was  used  in  examination 
of  eyes  and  7  showed  symptoms  of  poor  vision,  4  of  whom 
previously  had  glasses. 

This  year  no  diseases  have  been  reported  and  the  attend- 
ance has  been  very  good. 

I  have  attended  the  Teachers'  Institutes,  several  Nurses' 
Meetings  and  the  Health  Work  Shop  held  at  KeeneTeachers' 
College  the  first  week  in  September.  All  were  very  inspiring 
and  helpful. 

The  fine  cooperation  of  Parents,  Teachers,  School  Board 
and  Superintendent  is  greatly  appreciated.
